Texas Senators and Four Other Dem­ 
ocrats Vote With Republicans 
to Defeat Amendment. 


Washington, May 
26.—The 
care­ 
fully worked out plan of Senator Aid- 
rich to defeat the Cummins amend­ 
ment, as told in these dispatches last 
night, was executed to the last de­ 
tail today. 
Lost by Fourteen Votes. 
The Cummins amendment was de- 
> feated by a vote of 43 to 29, after 
which 
the 
amendment 
of 
Senator 
Jones of Washington and the amend­ 
ment of Senator Payner of Kentucky 
were offered and combined with the 
consent of Rotator Aldrich, and then 
adopted. The net result of the day 
was that instead of 
the 
Interstate 
Commission, as 
intended 
by 
the 
Cummins amendment, being empower- 
r ed to hold up until it can investi­ 
gate every rate which is an increase 
over an existing rate, it would be em- 
powered to hold it up for ten months, 
within which time it must render an 
adverse 
decision 
or 
the 
increased 
rate becomes effective.

As 
further 
modified by the Paynter amendment, 
it is a still further improvement over 
the existing law, inasmuch as it per­ 
mits the shipper who has a very 
small claim to collect h is .claim di­ 
rect from the railway company on 
the face of his bill of lading, if thP 
increased rate is declared unjustifi-1 
able, instead of sending it to the In­ 
terstate commerce Commission. This 
is expected to result in more people 
collecting their refunds than under 
the existing law. 
The law, as so far shaped up by 
the senate under the stress of hard 
fighting, and by the way of com­ 
promise to meet the demands of the 
insurgents and a majority of the dem­ 
ocrats, now provides for rate regula­ 
tion as follows: 


The Time Limit. 
A new rate, or an increase of an 
old rate, can be held up for 120 days 
by the commission of its own initia­ 
tive or on complaint of the shipper. 
lf .the rate is not found to be unrea­ 
sonable within that period a new rate 
will go into effect, but in the matter 
of an increase over an existing rate 
the commission may hold the in­ 
creased rate up for an additional six 
months. 
if within that period the 
increased rate is not declared to be 
unjust 
the 
increase goes into ef­ 
fect. 


This does not meet the insurgent 
demand that no increase be permitted 
to go into effect without first obtain­ 
ing the sanction of the commission, 
but it is a great advance over the ex­ 
isting law. 
The railroads still hold 
the advantage of being able to file a 
new rate at a little less figure as fast 
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as one rate has been declared un­ 
just, while the commission will prob- 
a > not hold up more rates than it 
can dispose of in the time at its 
command, thus letting the bulk of 
ne increased rates take effect auto­ 
matically at the expiration of 120 
days.

Senator Money, leader of the 
senate democrats, together with Sen­ 
ators Hughes of Colorado and Percy 
of Mississippi, left the chamber while

roll and failed 
to vote. As they were 
not paired their course was equiva­ 
lent to giving the Aldrich group that 
many votes against Cummins.

but two unpaired 
members, Senators Penrose and Dill­ 
ingham, one of whom is ill and the 
other missed a train.

Topeka, May 25.—The average an­ 
nual salary of 
school 
teachers 
in 
Kansas, including both city and coun­ 
ty teachers, principals aDd superin­ 
tendents, aggregates only $399. The 
teachers nowr are asking for an in­ 
crease all over the state. 
They point 
out that they make no more than the 
average common laborer. 
State Superintendent Fairchild to- 
da> 
compiled these interesting sta­ 
tistics: 
The increase in school population 
during the past ten years is a little 
less than 2,000, while the increase in 
enrollment for the same time is 9,000 
and the average daily attendance has 
in creased 28,000. Ten years ago the 
enrollment in high schools was 10,- 
000. It now is over 25,000. The total 
expenditures in 1900 for our public 
schools amounted to $4,600,000. In the 
school year ending 1909 the expendi­ 
tures for building purposes ten years 
ago were $368,000; ten years later 
$976,000. 
The 
number 
of 
teachers 
have increased from 11,513 to 13,100. 
While teachers’ wages have increas­ 
ed from $3,173,000 to $5,228,000, yet 
the average annual salary paid to 
teachers, including all classes, wa3 
ten years ago $276. It is now $399. 
The most significant fact developed 
by these statistics is that while the 
school population has remained prac­ 
tically at a standstill there is a steady 
increase in the enrollment and an as­ 
tonishingly large increase in the av­ 
erage daily attendance. The increased 
enrollment in the high school Is ful­ 
ly ISO per cent, and is a striking ev­ 
idence of the growing popularity of 
the high school, w’hile the increased 
expenditures, which, it must be re­ 
membered, are raised by the volun­ 
tary taxation of the people, is a 
further and final proof of the eonfi- 
d“nce of the public in the common 
schools.

day compiled these interesting sta- 
tistics: 


The increase in school population 


during the past ten years is a little 
less than 2,000, while the increase in 
enrollment for the same time is 9,000 
ami the average daily attendance has 
in creased 28,000. Ten years ago the 
enrollment in high schools was 10,- 
000. 
It now is over 25,000. The total 


expenditures in 1900 for our public 
schools amounted to $4,600,000. In the 
school year ending 1909 the expendi- 
tures for building purposes ten years 
ago were $368,000; ten years later 
$976,000. The 
number 
of teachers 


have increased from 11,513 to 13,100. 
While teachers' wages have increas- 
ed from $3,173,000 to $5,228,000, yet 
the average annual salary paid to I 
teachers, including all classes, was 
ten years ago $276. It is now $399. 


The most significant fact developed 


by these statistics is that while the 
school population has remained prac- 
tically at a standstill there is a steady 
increase in the enrollment and an as- 
tonishingly large increase in the av- 
erage daily attendance. The increased 
enrollment in the high school is ful- 
ly 150 per cent, and is a striking ev- 
idence of the growing popularity of 
the high school, while the increased 
expenditures, which, it must be re- 
membered, are raised by the volun- 
tary taxation 
of the 
people, is a 


further and final proof of the confi- 
dence of the public in the common 
schools.

further 


modified by the Paynter amendment, 
it is a still further improvement over 
the existing law, inasmuch as it per-- 
mits the shipper who has a very 
small claim to collect hip,claim di- 
rect from the railway company on 
the lace of his bill of lading, if the 
increased rate is declared 
unjustifi- 


able, instead of sending it to the In- 
terstate commerce Commission. This 
is expected to result in more people 
collecting their refunds than under 
the existing law. 


The law, as so far shaped up by 


the senate under the stress of hard 
fighting, and by the way of com- 
promise to meet the demands of the 
insurgents and a majority of tic dem- 
ocrats, now provides for rate regula- 
tion as follows: 


Tlie Time Limit. 


A new rate, or an increase of an 


old rate, can be held up for 120 days 
by the commission of its own initia- 
tive or on complaint of the shipper. 
If. the rate is not found to be unrea- 
sonable within that period a new rate 
will go into effect, but in. the matter 
of an Increase over an existing rate 
the commission may hold the in- 
creased rate up for an additional six 
months. 
If within that period the 


increased rate is not declared to be 
unjust the increase goes into ef- 
fect 


This does not meet the insurgent 


demand that no increase be permitted j 
to go into effect without first obtain- 
ng the sanction of the commission, 
but it is a great advance over the ex- 
sting law. The railroads still hold 
the advantage of being able to file a 
new rate at a little less figure as fast 


as one rate has been declared un- 
just, while the commission will prob- 
ably not hold up more rates than it 
can dispose of in the time at its 
command, thus letting the bulk ot 
the increased rates take effect auto- 
matically at the expiration 
of 120 


days.

POTT&VILLE'S LOSS IS HEAVY. 


Estimated Damage From Cloudburst 


Will Bench Quarter Million. 


Pottsville, Pa., May 25.—Pottsville 


is today taking stock and finds that 
the loss by the storm of last night 
will total close to a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. It was the worst storm 
in the town's history, not equaled 
even by the flood of 1S50, which 
swept away the big Tumbling Run 
reservoirs and wiped several villages 
out of existence.

The mill of the Eastern Mill Com- 


pany was swept by the cloudburst 
and by the flood of two bursting res- 
ervoirs and is idle, with a loss of 
$50,000. Factories in various sections 
are closed down, mines are flooded, 
while many stores are closed by rea- 
son of their stocks being ruined. 


Topeka, May 25.—The average an- 


nual salary of school teachers in 
•Kansas, Including both city and coun- 
ty teachers, principals and superin- 
tendents, aggregates only $399. The 
teachers now are asking fo" an in- 
crease all over the state. They're 
out that they make no more than the 
average common laborer. 


'State Superintendent Fairchild to- 


day compiled these interesting sta- 
tistics: 


The increase in school population 


during the past ten years is a little 
less than 2,000, while the increase in 
enrollment for the same time is 9,000 
and the average daily attendance has 
in creased 28,000. Ten years ago the 
enrollment in high schools was 10,- 
000. It now ia over 25,000. The total 
expenditures in 1900 for our public 
schools amounted to $4,600,000. In the 
school year ending 1909 the expendi- 
tures for huilding purposes ten years 
ago were $368,000; ten years later 
$976,000. The 
number of teachers 


have increased from 11,513 to 13,100 
While teachers' wages have increas- 
ed from $3,173,000 to $5,228,000, ye 
the average annual salary paid to 
teachers, including all classes, was 
ten years ago $276. It is now $399. 


The most significant fact developed 


by these statistics is that while the 
school population has remained prac- 
tically at a standstill there is a steady 
increase in the enrollment and an as- 
tonishingly large increase in the av- 
erage daily attendance. The increased 
enrollment in the high school is ful- 
ly 150 per cent, and is a striking ev- 
idence ol the growing popularity of 
the high school, while the increased 
expenditures, which, it must be re- 
membered, are raised by the volun- 
tary taxation of the people, is a 
further and final proof of the confi- 
dence of the public in the common 
schools.
